Status of Previous Rejections 

1 . Applicant's arguments presented in the appeal brief filed 8 June 2009 are 
persuasive. Therefore, all previous rejections are withdrawn.

Prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest, either alone or in combination, 
the claimed coating process for aluminum surfaces, wherein the aluminum surface is 
applied with a protective composition comprising a pigment grade corrosion inhibitor 
formed by reacting a compound of di-mercapto and poly-mercapto derivatives with a 
cationic species selected from claimed cations with the claimed limited solubility and 
claimed salt spray test result.
